Experiments made iu the or- 
chards and gardens of the Pomologic- 
nl I;i-titute, at Uutbkiij;i~ii, in (!eniia- 
ny, go U) ithow, however, that its u.sc 
iu covering laige w o— J a ia not injuri- 
ous, but that, on the contrary, a calhw 
readily forms under the tar, on the 
edges of the wound and that the wound- 
ed part Li thus protoctod from decay. 
Thfxc is, nevertheless, another objec- 
tion ; if the tar is applied a IttUe too 
thick the sun mclu it and it runs 
down «■ the bark of the tree. Tliis 
can be obviate*! by nii\ing and ^tir- 
riug, thus inour|iorating with tar.ubout 
thrancr imr limei its weight of pow- 
dcrwl slate — ku nvn as slate llour— the 
mixture l>eing known as pla:;»tic slate 
and uscil for roofing purposes. It is 
easily applied with an old knife or Hat 
sCiek, aud, tliough it har<!uns on the 
surface, it rciuaius Mjft underneath. 
The beat of the aun docs not nidt il, 
nor doea the Boldest winter weather 
cause it to en^, MidMr dgn It peel 
off. 

Thai anae miskm is also «seAd for 

other purjwsos iu the garden. Leaky 
watcr-pots, barrels, {lails, shutters, 
shadci, etc., con be easily repaired with 
it, aud much aonoptnoo aud loss of 
tunc be thns avoided. It will stidc to 
any surface, provided it be not oily ; 
aud as it does not harden whan kept in 
it is dwaya ready for
